Till: LOAN BY LA W. 

Voting on the 8100,000 loan bylaw will 
tako place to-day, between the hours of 
ten and four o'clock. Only those porsons 
who are rated on the city assessment roll 
can vote. A qualified person may vote in 
every ward where ho owns property. 
The objections to the bylaw are manifest. 
It proposes to increase taxation. If a 
revision of the real ostate assessment roll 
was made, no increase of taxation would 
be necessary. Too small a sum (§5,000) 
is sot apart for drainage. Too much 
money (§25,000) is proposed to bo ex- 
pended on a lock up, which might bo so- 
cured for one-third of that sum. To the 
electric light purchase, we offer no objec- 
tion; but to tlio extension of the water- 
worksxtu time when the gutters and drains 
reek with filth we are decidedly in op- 
position. If next year, utter the real estate 
roll has been revised, it is found that a loan 
is necessary, the city can then go upon the 
London market and borrow a large sum at a 
very low rate of interest upon the security 
of the increased revenue. At present a 
loan of §100,000 would be merely reducing 
the borrowing powers of the city to 
very little purpose. We sincerely hope the 
by-law will be defeated. 

THE COMMISSION. 

The Chinese commission got fairly to 
work yesterday, and elicited some im- 
portant evidence. More will be forth 
coining, and it will soon be apparent that 
the case of the "whites" will not be 
allowed to go by default. The doughty 
Knights of Labor were not represented, 
but we do not share in the belief, which 
is quite freely expressed on the streets, 
that that body has been influenced with 
Chinese gold. The rank and tile, in our 
opinion, are incorruptible; but they have 
certainly permitted themselves to be 
misled. Mr. Shakespeare, M. P., at- 
tended in the morning; but Mr. Heaven, 
who, perhaps, lias drawn more money 
from the people's treasury than any other 
single man in British Columbia, was not 
there at all ! The public will doubtless 
druw its own conclusions from the con- 
duct of a gentleman who, while professing 
to be an ardent Chinese-hater, yet neglects 
the first opportunity that has offered to 
make good hia charges. 

QUESTION AND ANSWER. 

The Post asks. "Do the people of British 
Columbia mean to accept as conclusive the 
report of the commission should it be ad- 
verse to their imperative demand for re- 
striction of Chinese immigration?" The 
Post answers the question itself, "Most 
emphatically No!" lint will the people of 
British Columbia accept the report if it is 
adverse to the Chinese .' We answer most 
emphatically "Yes." And if it is to be ad- 
verse, does not the Post see the imperative 
necessity of placing every scrap of informa- 
tion it possesses before that body? If un- 
favorable information be withheld, how can 
the commissioners' report be otherwise 
than favorable to the Chinese? The Post 
is usually pretty clearheaded; but on this 
commission matter it is a good paper gone 
wrong. 



The l*«'\v Cily Loan. 

Editor Colonist: — There was a resolu- 
tion passed by the City Council some 
weeks ago authorizing the Finance Com- 
mittee to communicate with Edwin .John- 
son to consult with some of the eminent 
lawyers in England as to whether the cor- 
poration has the power to withdraw the 
water works debentures from the present 
holde s, which power, according to 
clause 82 of the Water Works Act, the 
corporation has. Then why rush this 
loan through before we hear from Mr. 
Johnson? When Mr. Turner was Mayor 
the then Council tried to raise a loan of 
only 875,000, for reservoirs, and failed. 
If it required 875,000 then, how does it 
come that 850,000 will do now ! The fac 
is, it is only putting in the thin end of 
the wedge. It will require at least §150,- 
000 to clear away the decayed vegetable 
matter in the lake and complete the two 
reservoirs — more than would bring the 
water from Coldstream, which would give 
us a fall of 1550 feet instead of 75 from 
Elk Lake, and 1 am sure the ratepayers 
would not have to drink rotten water.

The Conservative Demonstra- 
tion in England. 



Nkw York, Aug. 10 -Morning papers 
contain the following special cable dis- 
patches : 

(IKUAT excitement in Belgium. 
Sinco the memorable overthrow of the 
liberal party in Belgium last June and 
the ensuing bitterness of party fooling, 
predictions of serious future trouble in 
Belgium have often been made, and of 
late they have been vory common. To- 
morrow the liberals and the clericals will 
hold in Brussels counter demonstrations 
of mammoth size and fears of a great riot 
have all the past week boon oxuressed. 
These fears to-day were increased in Lon- 
don by the announcement that the muni- 
cipality of Brussels intends to prohibit a 
demonstration that has been undertaken 
by the liberals and tho excitement in Brus- 
sels is .'it fever heat. The cause of the 
present turmoil is tho ministry's school 
bill and the school question. 

CABLE NOTES. 

lix-Empress Eugene is building a grand 
mausoleum at Faranboroiigh, in England, 
where she lives. It is expected it will he 
ready by October to receive the remains 
of her husband and her sun, the prince 
imperial. 

The new Lord I'etre, who at the aut- 
umn session of parliament will take the 
seat vacated by his father, who recently 
died, will be the fust Catholic priest who 
has sat m the house of lords since the re- 
formal ion . 

rUK FRENCH STYLE. 
Scenes at the convention in Versailles 
have astonished and scandalized all Eu- 
rope. France is put down as incorrigibly 
impractical aud revolutionary in her 
political reforms. The amount of bad 
language used has been appalling, and if 
one were to judge Fiance by parliament- 
ary invectives her leaders of parties are 
the next worst thing in political life to 
candidates described in party literature for 
the American presidency. 

TO UK MA UK I'KKUS. 

Six members of parliament are men- 
tioned as likely to he made peers next 
week. The only important one is Dodsen, 
chancellor of the duchy 'if Lancaster. Of 
tho others, Sir Thomas Colebrooko is 
seventy line years of age and bus an heir, 
and Sir Thomas dcClure is seventy-eight 
and childless; Sir Alexander Mattesson is 
childless; Sir Arthur Phayler is childless, 
aud Sir Thomas Brassey is childless. They 
are all old men 

ENCOURAGED BY THE QUERN. 

Aii elaborate book, the preparation of 
which has been suggested by the queen, 
who has also taken the venture under her 
direct patronage, is in preparation. Its 
title is "Songs of tho North." Its con- 
tents are to consist mainly of old songs, 
words and music collected in all parts of 
Scotland, and hitherto unpublished. Mag- 
nificent illustrations are to be a prominent 
feature of the book, aud a host of cole 
brates are now engaged upon them. 

tNOKN'DIAllV PIKES. 

Vienna is almost in a state of panic, in 
consequence of a large number of serious 
lires which have recently occurred there. 
Hardly a day passes without some notable 
conflagration, and the circumstances con- 
nected with each lire indicates incendiary 
origin. 

Till: CONSERVATIVE DEMONSTRATION. 

Manch estek, Aug. ( J.— The conservative 
demonstration at Pomona gardens was a 
great success. II is estimated that over 
100,0110 persons were present in the gar- 
dens and at overflow meetings. Sir Richard 
Asheton Cross presided. One hundred and 
seventy members of the Lancashire conser- 
vatives' association sent addresses, in sup- 
port of Marquis of Salisbury's policy. 

The Marquis of Salisbury made an ad - 
dress, in which he stated that he believed 
fair measures for re-distribution of the 
parliamentary seats would greatly enforce 
the conservatives. The house of lords was 
willing to pass the franchise bill if the gov- 
ernment appealed to the country, and 
found it was in favor of tho measure. He 
was confident, he said, if tho government 
resigned their positions would be tilled, 
and a complete measure of reform speedily 
passed. He contended that the house of 
commons represented not the country's 
opinion now, but its opinion of five years 
ago. He referred to John Bright's speech 
at the reform demonstration at Binning 
ham as imaginative. 

Lord Randolph Churchill also spoke. 
Ue said the appeals of both parties wore 
certain to speedily produce a general elec- 
tion, which the liberals feared, the memory 
of Egypt, Ireland and Africa being too 
vivid.

It was yesterday 
put in place on tho east wall of the par- 
lor, and waa much admired by the guests 
at the opening hist night. The view is 
takon from tho third floor verandah of 
the hotel and has the afternoon effect on 
a clear day.

At 11 :30 o'clock yeaterday morning, 
Hon. Mr. Chapleau aud Hon. Mr. Justice 
Cray, who were accompanied by their 
secretary, Mr. N. F. Davin, took their 
soata on the speaker's atand in tho logia- 
lative chamber. 

There wore present in tho hall as inter- 
ested spectators, Hons. Suiitho, Robson, 
Davie and Drake, members of the local ex- 
ecutive; Mr. Shakespoaro, M. P., Mr. 
T. Davie, M. P. P., Mr. Hamley, collector 
of customs. Mayor Carey, Assessor Rus- 
sell, Deputy Attorney-General Irving, 
Mr. Croft, official shorthand reporter, 
representatives from The Colonist, Stand- 
ard and Times, and a few other gentlemen. 

Mr. Davin read tho commission, which 
authorizes the inquiry: 

UO 111 MISSION. 

Go a report dated "4th June, 1881, from 
the Right Honorable Sir John Macdou- 
ald, stating that during tho last session of 
parliament a motion was made ''that in 
the opinion of this house it is expedient to 
enact a law prohibiting tho incoming of 
Chinese to that portion of Canada known 
as British Columbia," and that the mo- 
tion was withdrawn on a promise made by 
the right honorable tho premier on bo- 
half of the government that a commission 
should be issued during the present sum- 
mer to report upon the whole subject of 
Chinese immigration, and consider it» 
trade relations aa well as those social and 
moral objections taken from thu indux of 
the Chinese people into Canada. 

The right honorable the lirst minintor 
in fulfillment of this promise recommends 
the issue of aueh a commission according 
to the provisions of tho atatllto. 

Sir John Macdonald further recom- 
mends that the commission do consist of 
the Hon. ,). A. Chapleau and tho Hon. 
John Hamilton Gray of Victoria, B. C. , 
and that Mr. Nicholas Flood Davin of 
Reginu, bo appointed secretary tu such 
commission. 

The committee concur with the right 
honorable the first minister, and they 
submit the same fur your uxcellency'a 
approval. .Signed

To the Honorable Tho Secretary of 
Stale. 

Mr. Chapleau said: British Columbia haa 
repeatedly by her Legislature, as well as 
by her representatives in parliament, so- 
licited tho executive and parliament of 
Can-'da to enact a law prohibiting the in- 
coming of Chinese to British Columbia. 
Nothing was done in that direction until 
last session of parliament when Sir John 
Macdonald speaking in answer to a mo 
tion asking parliament to enact a law in 
the above sense, pledged his government 
to issue a commission to look into tho 
whole subject during tho present summer, 
and to consider exhaustively its trade re- 
lations, its social relations, and all those 
moral considerations which it ia alleged 
make Chinese immigration undesirable, 
with tho view, as he stated, of putting the 
government and parliament in a better 
position to deal with tho aubject. 

Ho also slated that it would bo a part 
of the duties of the commission to exam- 
ine the evidence submitted in Australia, 
California and Washington, and to con 
dense aud collect it, and to submit it with 
its report to parliament ao that tho par- 
liament of Canada might have in an ac- 
cessible shape all tho information which 
tho legislative bodies of tho United 
States and Australia had when they un- 
dertook the work of legislating on this 
question. This proposition of the govern- 
ment met with the unanimous consent of 
parliament. The commission has been 
named in fulfilment of that pledge. The 
scope of its functions is the sainn as the 
pledge, of the premier. It has made re- 
searches in Washington, and is in 
possession of the evidence and papers 
submitted to congress. 

The chairman has visited San Francis- 
co and has carefully examined tho differ- 
ent points submitted to the commission, 
by tho lnrht of what is to bo acen there, 
and has taken tho evidence of those who 
should bo well informed. The .commis- 
sion ia now opened hero for the purposes 
indicated in tho Order-in-Council, whi.-h 
has been read, appointing it. The com- 
missioners wish for the fulloat informa- 
tion on all tho matters submitted to 
them, viz: — 

1. The advisability of passing a law to 
prohibit the incoming of Chinese into 
British Columbia, or Canada. 

2. The advisability of restricting the 
numbers coining in, or of regulating it, 
and the best manner of effectually carry- 
ing out such object . 

\i. Tho social and trade relations be- 
tween the people of British Columbia, aud 
Canada generally, with the Chinese both 
now and in view of the anticipated early 
completion of the Canadian Pacific rail- 
way, as well us the effective completion 
of the other public worka about to bo 
undertaken. 

4. The moral considerations which arise 
out of the residence and contact of tho 
white people with Chinese hero and else- 
where. 

Tho commissioners have already, by 
lotters, invited the executive council, 
the mayor aud the members of common 
council of this city and other representa- 
tive officials to give them whatever in- 
formation is within their control on this 
important subject. We have only to add 
that it is tho intention of tho government 
to bring in legislation next session, and I 
venture to express tho hone that all classes 
of persons, as well as thos* favorable to 
Chinese immigration, as those opposed to 
it, will place before thu commission any 
facts or observations which will throw 
light upon tho subjects with which the 
commission has to deal. W'o now in- 
vito all those who, by their representa- 
tive character, have a right to apeak in 
the name of the people of the province, 
or in tho name of its municipal council, 
to aid in this investigation. We also in- 
vito thoso who are connected with hoards 
of trade, or who are engaged in large 
manufacturing, or other industrial enter- 
prises, to put their views and other facta 
in their knowledge before the commission. 
We also invite those wdio are engaged in 
the pursuit of agriculture or stock 
raising to give us such information aa 
will enable us to judge of tho question 
its it affects their interests, and finally 
any information upon the moral ques- 
tions from all sources will be received 
and considered by tho commission. The 
commissioners propose to visit aa many 
of the loading sections of the province aa 
the limited time at their disposal will per- 
mit, and will bo happy to recoive a visit 
from any person wishing to speak with 
them on the subject. Tho commissioners 
wish especially for facta, and invito all 
who feel disposed to put their views or 
givo any statistical information on paper, 
and to hand it into tho secretary of the 
commission. Tho commission will sit at 
10 a. in. nac.h day, again in *ho afternoon, 
and, if necessary, in the evening, to re- 
ceive evidence cither viva rues or in 
writ tun documents. In a word tbo doairo 



is to get all tho information attainable, 
and we hopo the people of this city and 
province will co-operate with the com- 
missioners in their efforts to arrive at a 
just solution of this important question. 

Hon. Justice Gray said that ho had 
very little to udd to .vhat had boon re- 
marked upon by tho chairman of tho com- 
mission. It was very important that tho 
people should remember that many mom- 
bora of t'-o Dominion government had no 
information on the subject, and that it 
waa essential that they should bo in- 
formed in a ahapo and a way that wuuld 
juatify them in passing a reetrictivo act, 
not only to satisfy Britiah Columbia but 
tho whole Dominion. Tho information 
and personal experience had not boon 
afforded to other members of the govern- 
ment that was possessed by those repre- 
senting Britiah Columbia, and thoy would 
have to bo put in possession of proof that 
would juatify themselves before their con- 
atituenta in tho event of their supporting 
a restrictive measure against tho Chinese. 
It was the object of tho commission to 
obtain audi evidence, ao that it might be 
laid before parliament and convince mum- 
bora of thu necessity there waa for legis - 
lation to remove tho evil which threatened 
them. In his judicial capacity ho required 
evidence on both aidos to enable him to 
arrive at a just decision, and this waa 
precisely what tho Dominion government 
required in tho present cose, and it should 
not be thought unreasonable in Britiah 
Columbia that a commission should he ap- 
pointed to collect auch information as 
would lead them to a right conclusion. 
Ho sat there simply to hoar the evidence 
on both sides, and would report it honestly 
aud fairly, and ho felt sure that the peo- 
ple of tho city would givo the commission 
a fair opportunity to procure evidence 
bearing on tho question. 

Hon Mr. Chapleau aaid that any state- 
ments in the shape of arguinonta or facts 
on the question in writing addressed to 
the commission would bo received by 
them. 

Hon. Mr. Justice Gray said that ho had 
addressed a letter to the mayor asking for 
information that would bo desirable to 
havo, and ho had also asked for dotailed 
statements. There was a question asked 
by the council whether tho expense en- 
tailed in procuring such information would 
be borne by the commission, and when 
tho lion, chairman had arrived he had 
questioned him on the matter, and his re- 
ply waa that all reasonable expenses would 
be paid by tho commission. Ho would 
aak the mayor if auch information had 
boon prepared / 

The chairman aaid he thought it right 
to state that all evidence takon would bo 
public, and would be communicatad to 
the Dominion government aud published, 
and that no expense would bu unpaid in 
tuS procuring of it. 

Mayor Carey said that the communica- 
tion of the Hon. Justice Gray had hneii re- 
ceived by the council, and that it was their 
desire to furnish every information possible 
tu tho commission. There wore only two 
officers of the corporation who could pro- 
cure such evidence, and as their time had 
been fully occupied in important business 
at present before the council, they had been 
unable as yet to compile it. He had given 
instructions tu the chief of police to pro- 
pare criminal statistics to place before tho 
commission. As Mr. Russell, tho city 
treasurer, was present, limy might ask hiui 
in reference lo when the evidence would be 
ready. 

Mr. Russell said that the facts were in 
course of preparation, aud would be placed 
before the commission to-morrow or next 
day. 

The commissioners said that would be 
quite satisfactory. 

The secretary then read a communication 
that had been forwarded to Mr. Chapleau 
by tin? provincial premier, as follows:— 
Victoria, B.C., Aug. 12, 1884. 

Sia— I have the honor to acknowledge 
the receipt of a communication of August 
11th from Mr. Davie, conveying to this 
government the tirst intiniatiou that they 
have received of the intending sitting of a 
commission on the Chinese question iu tho 
province. This government have had no 
communication from the Dominion govern- 
ment of the intended appointment of such 
a commission, or of its final appointment, 
and no intimation as to tho time such a 
commission Would be likely to reach our 
province. Tho consequence is that the in- 
formation which this government would 
have been able to collect, of great and vital 
importance to the clear comprehension of 
the bearing which tho unrestricted im- 
migration of Chinese in our province haa 
upon tho interests of the wdiite settlers can- 
not be forthcoming, The statistics requi- 
site will require a long time to collect, as it 
is not Victoria alone whose interests are af- 
fected, but from oneondof the mainland to 
the other the question is brought promin- 
ently before tho government. 

The government, owing to the circum- 
stances above alluded to, regret that they 
will not be in a position to furnish to tho 
commissioners more than a bare abstract of 
the question aud interests involved, and 
they will not oven bo able to do this with- 
out some further intiniatiou of the course 
the commission propose to adopt in this in- 
quiry, the mode in which tho evidence is 
to be taken and in what manner the per- 
sons appearing before it are to be remunerat- 
ed, and other questions of equal import- 
ance.

To the Hon. J. ClUl'LKAO, 
Secretary of State. 

Tho chairman said that in connection 
with the above ho wished to state that the 
commission was not investigating any one 
that it made it necessary for them to put in 
a defense, and it was not an inquiry into 
anything that special notice should bo 
given. The federal government did not 
think that the local parliament, without 
having facts or statistics, would have passed 
bills restricting Chinese immigration; nor 
that British Columbia members in tho 
house of commons would have demanded 
Chinese restriction without having the 
necessary proof to show those to whom 
they appealed that such a step was neces- 
sary. He said that any information that 
could not be furnished the commission 
while here could be forwarded to thorn at 
Ottawa, as the commission would also Hit 
there. They had no special mode of in- 
quiry to follow out, but came to examine and 
observe, and would come to no conclusion, 
but that their report would be submitted to 
| parliament, and tho decision arrived at by 
the government, it was only in view of 
having legislation at the next session that 
tho commission was sent to obtain evidence. 

Commissioner Gray asked Air. Hambly, 
the collector of customs, for returns that 
had been requested from him. 

Mr. Hamley said that they had been fur- 
nished, and that his letter embodied nil that 
was in the returns. 

The secretary stated that the chief of 
police and the officer in charge of China- 
town would be there in the afteruoou to 
give evidence. 

The chairman stated that the commis- 
sion would proceed to tho interior on Fri- 
day to procure evidence there, and that 
they would resume sittings on Wednesday 
or Thursday following. Thoy would sit 
thut afternoon and following Wednesday 
and Thursday. 

The commission adjourned until 2:30 
p. mi. 

AFrKRNOON SITTING. 

The Commissioners met again at 2:30. 



Mr. Chapleau asked Mayor Carey, who 
waa present, if he had any objection, aa 
Chief Magistrate, to answering some ques- 
tions. 

Tho Mayor assenting, he said, in an- 
swer to queries, that he thought there 
were about 2n,000 Chinese in the Prov- 
ince and about 3,000 in Victoria; ho 
thought Victoria had a population uf 10,- 
000 exclusive of Chinese. There was no 
municipal ordinance requiring tho return 
of tho number of Chinese, nor had it 
ever been attempted. There was a road 
tax of 82, but it was almost impossible to 
collect it from tho total Chinese population, 
aa they were hard to identify. There waa 
no municipal regulation requiring tho 
registration of name and reaidonco of 
each citizen. The Chinese are not al- 
lowed to vote by local statute, although at 
ono timo they did vote. The school tax 
was collected by tho Provincial Govern- 
ment, but no Chinese children attended 
the schools, although thoy could do so. 
They givo thom their own system of in- 
struction. To a question whether the 
Chinese wore real estate proprietors to 
any extent, the Mayor Baid that ho only 
knew of three who were owners. They 
wore not troublesome to wdiite people, but 
murders and other crimes exiated among 
themselves, but it waa impossible to ob- 
tain convictions on account of their never 
giving evidence upon another. They 
wore temperate upon atreets, but drank 
considerable in houses. The offenses they 
were arrested for are chiefly criminal and 
sanitary. Tho oxtont of crime among 
them could not be ascertained. There 
were many arrests but few convictions. 
Their habits were not in accordance with 
our ideas of morality. There might bo a 
dozen in town wdio had wives mid families, 
The number of women givun to prosti- 
tution among them had increased 
of late years There was groat com 
plaint in reference to the sanitary con- 
dition of their premises, as they did not 
seem to realise that it was incumbent up- 
on them to keep clean, and they were an 
injury and a nuisance tu neighbors. As 
a rule they wore healthy, but he account- 
ed fur this by the fact that nearly all wore 
able bodied men when they arrived here. 
They as a general thing carried out con 
tracts entered into but with regard to do- 
mestica they loft without notice and there 
waa no municipal law to compel thom to 
obsurve such contracts. He thought tho 
great objection to the Chinese imiuigra- 
gration was that they supplanted the 
peasant population that otherwise would 
bu here, and that they never would be 
ablo to take any part iu governing or 
defending tho country. There waa no law 
to prevent thom from becoming natural 
izod, but thoy wore a nonassimilating 
race, und would not become citizens even 
though thoy had all tho rights of citizen- 
ship offered Lheui. He thought one reas- 
on that more white laborers never came 
here was the cost of getting into tho coun- 
try, whereas the cost of bringing tho Chi - 
nese from China waa but Slo or $20 
per head. His opinion was that, while 
labor would bo content with tho same 
wages aa at present paid Chinese. Iu cer- 
tain kinds of manufactures thoy had mon- 
opolized thom. Ho thought wages were 
about tho same now aa iu vogue ten years 
ago, excepting mining. They had not boon 
raisod on account of the building of the 
C. P. R. ao many Chiueae were employed. 
He did not think the contractors could 
have gone on with that work without the 
Chinese and that Chinese labor was not as 
profitable to thom as whitu labor would 
have been, as in his experience ho thought 
a white man would do as much as three 
Chinamen. Tho reason wdiy wdiite labor 
was not employed was on account of its 
scarcity. In answer to a question by the 
chairman as to whether tho danger was 
from the Chinese already here or those 
wdio might come the mayor expressed the 
opinion that it was the fear that the Chi- 
nese would monopolize all avenues of trado 
and that what was needed was that no 
more should be allowed to come. They 
lived chiefly on food imported from China 
and wore only clothes manufactured there 
and were of no commercial benefit to tho 
city. 

Attorney-General Davie asked if ho 
might put a few quuations to Air. Carey, 
which waa granted. 

In answer Mr. Carey stated there was 
little competition by the Chinese against 
skilled white labor but that they 
unfairly competed against ordinary 
labor in that the Chinamen living 
on the products and according to 
tho habits of his own country could exist 
where a white man could not. The Chi- 
nese could not be relied upon in case of 
liro. The administration of their estates 
never took place through the courts and 
he was aware thoy never paid probate du- 
ties. Thoy were governed amongst 
themselves by thoir own criminal and 
municipal codes and detection was imprac- 
ticable. 

Superintendent Bloomfield was then 
asked to furnish evidence. In answer to 
queries, ho said that he had been iu the 
police sorvico 14 years. He thought there 
were at present 2,000 Chinese in the city, 
but that there were a groat number om 
ployed on the railway and at the canneries, 
who would be hero during the winter and 
would swell the number to between three 
and four thousand. There had been u 
largo annual increase of arrivals during 
tho past fow years. It was impossible to 
make them comply with any law, and 
especially sanitary requirements. They 
would pay no respect to any if they could 
help it; and no matter what crime was 
committed, tho Chinese would givo no in- 
formation to tho ollicors. It .vas iinpos 
siblo to got them to toll tho truth, oven 
tho best of tkem. In cases where they 
havo been almost taken in the act of mur- 
der no conviction could be secured. Ono 
great difficulty was in tho fact of the 
courts not having a whito interpreter. In 
violation of the sanitary laws it was im- 
possible to convict on account of there 
being no means to find out who was the 
real occupant of the premises. They 
stow thoinaolvos away 50 in a room where 
theru should bo but. 10. In case a war- 
runt should bo isatied for the arrest of 
one of thom, if was with tho greatest, diffi- 
culty that ho waa secured. Where one 
was convicted tuu escaped. The use of 
opium and Chineau tobacco was the cause 
of the great stonclr in their pramises and 
ndiich was stilling. The hotter class are 
cleanly, but tho lower classes wore, more 
filthy than any other nationality in British 
Columbia. The most of the Chinese 
women in the city wore prostitutes, and 
they were about 1U0 in number. Thoy ait 
al the doors on wickets and decoy young 
lads into their bonnes. These women are 
used aa merchandise aud are bought and 
sold. They arrive bore by every ship, 
sometimes twenty-five at a time. There are 
a great many married here and taken as 
wives to the United States to be used for 
purposes of prostitution. In answer to ii 
question as to whether they introduced 
diseases, Supt. Bloomfield said that thoy 
had spread syphilis, and also that there 
were a dozen cases of leprosy during the 
past ten years, some of them being of a 
moat revolting character. There was one 
case reported to be in Victoria at tho present 
time. Had known of this case for tho past 
three or four months. There had been few 
cases of intemperance, but opium was 



generally used, tho habit of which once 
contracted they say themselves cannot be 
given up. The use of opium had increased 
with tho increase of Chinese, and the vice 
was gradually growing among tho whites. 
With reference to the latter statement tho 
superintendent was asked if those who used 
opium were strangers or residents. He 
answered there were a number of the whito 
prostitutes und a large number of half-breeds 
and Indians who were using it to u consider- 
able extent. Had only knowu of a few respec- 
tably connected persons who were using the 
drug; but had reliable authority that there 
were many white girls in thu city who were 
addicted to the habit. There were a great 
many cases of murder and larceny among 
tho Chinese, while the general offence was 
assault, but it was almost impossible to 
obtain evidence in any ease. Dtuiug the 
last eight years only one murderer bad 
boon brought to justice by evidence from 
themselves. The superintendent produced 
what was apparently a Chinese fan, but 
when pulled apart was shown, to bo u dan- 
gerous looking knife. These n great num- 
ber of the Chinese carry, especially at 
night, but in ease of crime being com mi t- 
| ted they could nut be discovered. 

This finished the superintendent's evi- 
dence, aud tho commission adjourned at 
■1:15 until 10 o'clock this morning. 

SUICIOK. 

Jim, the Fort IE it pert Indian 
Murderer, Hang's Miuiself. 

About four o'clock yesterday morning, 
aa Assistant Jailor Muldoon was making 
his rounds, ho heard u noise proceeding 
from tho coll iu which Jim, the Kurt 
Rupert Indian, accused of kicking a 
kloutchman to death, and two other 
prisoners wuro kept. Upon proceeding to 
the cell he saw tho body of a man hang- 
ing from the top of tho door, who, upon 
examination, proved to be .Jim. It ap- 
pears that during the early part of the 
morning tho murderer had arisen from 
his bud and cut a blanket into strips, 
making thom into a rope. After this 
was done ho found that it was not long 
enough to complete his design. He then 
took a strap, about six feet long, which 
served to tie up his blankets, passing the 
end through tho buckle, thereby making 
a noose. He then passed the strap over 
the top of the door, lowering it sufficiently 
to catch the und through the wicket; lie 
then tied the strap securely tu thu bars. 
This done, he procured a bucket, and 
standing upon tbia, put his head through 
the noose. He then kicked the bucket 
from under him. Tho two Indians who 
occupied the cell with Jim say they know- 
nothing whateverjof the murderer's plans 
previous to going to sleep. Mr. Muldoon, 
us soon as possible, sent for Dr. Milne, 
wdio, when he arrived, had the body cut 
down, and after examination found that 
death had resulted from strangulation. 
At half-past eleven tin inquest was held 
by Hon. Mr. Peniburton, who im paneled 
the following jury : C. B. Brown (fore- 
man), John Wonger, John Pearco, 
Robert Ridley, Thos. B. Hicks, Thoa. J. 
Lowia. 

Dr. Milne sworn— I havo examined the 
body of Jim, a Port Rupert Indian: 1 
saw him at six o'clock this morning, w hen 
I waa called in to look at him; he was 
then hanging; I had him removed and 
examined him afterwards. He was quite 
dead when I first saw him; tho cause of 
death boing strangulation. 

Wm. Muldoon, wdio waa next called, 
said — I am assistant gaoler at Victoria; in 
going to the coll of the deceased (JimJ 
this morning, at fifteen minutes past four 
o'clock, I found him hanging behind tho 
door uf the cell; he was hanging by the 
strap (produced) which was used for fast- 
ening up his blankets. Tho strap hud 
been passed over the top of the door and 
fastened to one of the bars of the wicket, 
which is about fourteen inches from the 
i tup of the duor; the other end was 
| buckled round his neck; lie was quite 
| dead; two other prisoners wore in the 
cell with Jim; they wore awake then, and 
mado a noise to draw my attention ; at 
two o'clock a. m. I saw him (the deceased) 
lying in his blankets; I passed by the cell 
several times after two o'clock and heard 
no noise, and did not know that he had 
hanged himself until the others notified 
me; I found the rope produced, which 
seoms to have been made out of strips uf 
blanket, the pieces of rope, mado of 
strips, may have been taken from a box 
near his col); his own blankets have not 
been torn. 

Officer Redgrave sworn, said — I am a 
police constable; know the deceased; saw 
Ins body before it waa out down; 1 con- 
veyed him from tho court on Monday to 
tho gaol; ho asked me what time the court 
would sit on tho following day; 1 told 
him eleven o'clock; he wanted to know if 
he would be hung; in reply I told him no; 
he then gave 'lie to understand that the 
woman ho had killed wits tho second 
klootchman ho had killed, and added 
(laughing) at the sanio time, Unit hu liked 
his woman, and that he would die too; 1 
said nothing about it except in a laughing 
manner, and treated it as a joke. 

This cloaod tho evidence. Mr. Pom- 
berton then asked the jurymen for thoir 
verdict, which was given as follows 

We, tho jurymen, find that tho de- 
ceased came to his death by strangulation, 
at hia own hand, and in our opinion no 
blame is attached to any of the ollicera 
connected with the gaol.

The New SteauiKliip Line. 

Tho Bteamship Empire arrived at the 
H. B. Co.'s wdiarf yesterday evoning 
with freight and paasongers for Victoria, 
Nanaimo and New Westminster, under 
tho command of tho genial Ctipt. Butler. 
This is thu first arrival of a vessel of the 
line that has boon arranged to run in op- 
position to tho Pacific Coast Steamship 
Co., for Victoria and Sound ports.

TUB ENGINEER'S REPORT* 

They ICeeormiieiid Mr. Hen- 
dry X Water Supply 
Project. 

The following is a report of the com- 
mittee of engineers and architects appoint- 
ed by the city council to consider Mr. 
Hendry's project for supplying Victoria 
with w ater. 

Viotoiua, July loth, 1S84. 

To His Worship the Mayor and Coun- 
cil: — Gentlemen — Having boon invited by 
yuu to consider the scheme proposed by 
Mr. Hendry, tho superintendent and en- 
gineer of the water works of Victoria, or 
to suggest any alternative scheme for sup- 
plying water to tho inhabitants of tho 
higher levels, we have to report that wo 
have carefully examined into the plans 
prepared by Mr. Hendry, which are based 
upon those adopted by eminent engineers, 
aud successfully worked at Brighton aud 
Aberdeen in Great Britain, and havo 
checked generally the figures embodied in 
his report,nnd the details of the estimates 
of tho cost of the work, and have found 
the aamo to be substantially correct. \Va 
need not reiterate all tho figures given by 
Mr. Uondry iti his report, dated March 
22nd, 1880, or the arguinonta adduced by 
him to show the uecesaity which exists 
for undertaking this work, but wo fuel it 
to bo our duty tu emphasize that portion 
of hia report which treats of tho danger to 
the city which arises from the fact that in 
the event of a liro occuring on a really 
largo scale the present Byatein is quite in- 
adaquate to supply thu water necessary for 
its extinction. Should audi a fire occur 
when tho main pipe ia either out of ordor 
or undergoing repairs or renewal nothing 
could, humanly speaking, save the city 
from destruction. The works proposed 
to be undertaken can be made to pay a 
good interest on the amount to bo ex- 
pended without undue burdens being im- 
posed on any one.

WHEREAS TIIK MUNICIPAL COUNCIL OF 
tlio Corporatiuii of tlie City o( Victoria lias 
resolved to raise tho following sums of money, aggre- 
gating { 100,000, for the following purposes, respec- 
tively:— 

For the purpose of constructing a low anil high 
service Kcservoir, anil extending and carrying on 
Water Works for the supply of Water to the City of 
Victoria, the sum of $50,000. 

For such Plan or Schedule as may lie approved nnd 
accepted by tho Corporation to provide an efficient 
system of Drainage for the City of Victoria, the sum 
of j;i,000. 

For lUe erection and maintenance of a building ad- 
oinlng the City Hall for a Police Barracks and Lock- 
up for the said City, the sum of $'2. r i,000. 

For purchasing the Kleetric Light Plant, as pro- 
vided by the Electric Light By law, 1883, the sum of 
*12,60O. 

And for tho Improvement and construction of 
Streuts ond Bridges, the sum of $7,r>00. 

And whereas it will require the sum of i>.),'l-l-l to lie 
raised annually by special rate for the pa} men* of 
the said debt and interest thereon, as is hereinafter 
mentioned. 

And whereas the amount of the whole ratable pro- 
perty of the said Corporation of the City of Victoria, 
according to the last revised assessment loll, being 
for the year 18S1S, was 82,800,075, Irrespective of any 
future increase of the rateable property of the Muni- 
cipality and of any income in the nature of tolls, in- 
terest or dividends from the work, and also irrespec- 
tive of any income from the temporary [investment 
of the sinking fund or any part thereof. 

And whereas for pay ing the interest and creating 
an equal yearly sinking fund for paying the said 
principal sum of $100,000 and interest, as hereinafter 
mentioned, it will require an equal annual special 
rate of one-third of one pur cent, in thu dollar. 

Bk it thkkkmirk knactku by the Ma) or and Coun- 
cil of the Corporation of the City ot Victoria: 

I. That it shall be lawful for the Mayor of the City 
of Victoria to raise by way of loan from any person 
or persons, bod i , or bodies corporate, who may be 
willing to advance the same upon the credit of the 
debentures hereinafter mentioned, a sum of money 
not exceeding in the whole the sum of jlou.UOO, and 
cause the tame to be paid into the bands of the Trea- 
surer o( the said Corporation for the purposes and 
with tho objects above recited. 

•2. That it shall be lawful for the said .Mayor to 
cause any number of debentures to be made for such 
sums of money ss may he required, not less than 
3100 each, and that the said debentures shall be seal- 
ed with the sell of the said Corporation of the City 
of Victoria and be signed by the Mayor of the said 
Corporation. 

II. That the said debentures shall be made payable 
in twenty years at furthest from the day herein- 
after mentioned for this By-law to take effect, at the 
Ctiice Of tllfl Tr-'asurer of the I'nrpnmtinn nf the City 
of Victoria, and shall have attached to them coupons 
for the payment of the interest. 

4. That the said debentures shall hear interest at 
anil after the rate of live and one half per centum 
per annum from the date thereof, which interest 
shall be payable half-yearly at the ollice of the Trea- 
surer of the Municipality. 

5. That for the purpose of forming a sinking fund 
for the payment of the said debentures and the in- 
terest at the rate aforesaid to become due thereon, an 
equal special rate of one-third of one per cent, in the 
dollar shall, in addition to other rates, he raised, 
levied and collected in each year upon all rateable 
property in thu said Municipality during the contin- 
uance of the said debentures or any of them. 

(i. It shall be lawful for the said Municipal Coun- 
cil from time to time to repurchase any of the said 
debentures, and such debentures shall be so express- 
ed as to entitle the said Council to redeem and pur- 
chase the same on paying the amount thereof and 
interest due thereon to the date of purchase to the 
holder or holders thereof, anil all debentures so re- 
purchased shall be forthwith cancelled and destroyed 
and no re-issue of debentures shall lie made in conse- 
quents of such repurchase. 

7. That this By-law shall take effect and come into 
operation upon the 15th day of .September, 1884. 

8. This By-law may be cited for all purposes as
